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Facts abeut Phillips Academy. 


The prosperity of Phillips Academy 
has also been largely promoted by the 
good will, and words, and deeds of the 
citizens of Andover, who have always 
been conspicuously loyal to the best 
traditions and zealous for fhe highest 
welfare of their schools. Indeed, from 
those families where the schooi-boy 
has found a temporary home, the 
school has received intelligent and 
faithful co-operation to a degree, it is 
believed, rarely experienced  else- 
where. 

Out of the academic life, too, have 
been organized most potent means of 
culture and training: besides the ‘*man- 
ennobling agora,’ the School-meeting, 
there is the Philomtthean Society for 
literary ead. celebrated 
its 50th anniversary in 1875; and the 
Society of Inquiry for directing and 
promoting the religious life of the 
school, which celebrated its 50th anni- 
versary in 1383. The work done by 
both these organizations has been of 
the highest excellence; and they are 
deservedly proud of the distinction 
which their graduate members have 
won, both at college and in after life. 
There 1s also The Mirror, the literary 
magazine of ‘‘The Philo.,”? founded in 
1855, issued weekly, and published 
at the end of each term; and The Phil- 
lypian, the weekly paper of the school 
(issued twice a week since 1887), 
founded in 1879: the management of 
these periodicals, entirely in the hands 
of the boys themselves, is, of course, 
a most valuable experience and excel- 
lent discipline. Then the annual 
spring and autumn athletic contests 
with our namesake of Exeter give an 
impulse and importance to out-of-door 
life which is incomparable; and consti- 
tute a notable part of the training, 
scarcely less than that of the class- 
room, which is inherent in, and insep- 
arable from, the school life itself. . . 

Phillips Academy has always been a 
‘free public school,” as the founders 
intended; its privileges have ‘been 
available. for every sect and class, not 
only for the sons of the rich who could 
pay for their tuition and assessed fee, 
but equally also for the poor who 
could pay for their instruction only 
with their priceless fidelity and indus- 
try. And nothing is more common 
than to see the rich and the poor asso- 
ciating together on grounds of absolute 
equality in rights and: privileges and 
social fellowsLips, in spite of ante- 
cedents most diverse.

Not for School, but for Life. 


The following are a few extracts 
from a very interesting article in the 
Sunday School Times by Rev. Geo. F. 
Kengott, who is well known in_ this 
town: 

The chief end cf a course of train- 
ing in school and college is to teach 
one how to study, how to work. The 
main purpose of ‘*going to school’’ is 
not simply to learn facts and formulas, 
certainly not to gain marks and prizes. 
If the grammar school or the college 
does not teach one the proper use of 
his talents and his opportunities, if it 
not instruct him to do the best 
work in the best manner in the short- 
est possible time, so far his education 
has been a failure, though he 
have attended school for 
years, and be a_ veritable 
dictionary,”? 

The aim of every teacher should be 
to e-ducate, “to draw’ out’? from the 
pupil, not alone to pour in and to cram 
in. » Much of the lack in originality 
the boys and girls in the schools

life. In all study, therefore, there 
should be strict honesty, coupled with 
a right purpose. 

As an instructor in algebra fora brief 
time at Phillips Academy, Andover, I 
had a laughable experience. A num- 
ber of examples had been given out 
for the class to workat home. Whenl 
examined the work the next evening, 
I was shocked, and yet amused, to find 
that nearly a third of the class had 
copied the answer to a certain prob- 
lem directly from the ‘key,’ which 
they had somewhere obtained, without 
doing the: work. In this case the 
‘‘key’? was wrong, and the boys had 
been entrapped. 

If the boy or girl at school is strictly 
honest in all the work of school, and 
pure in thought, I believe the purpose 
will be right. The right purpose fer 
each pupil is to do the best he can each 
day. Itis not simply to surpass some 
one else, not to gain marks or prizes. 
Some go to school because they are 
compelled, like ‘“‘dumb driven cattle;”’ 
some, because they want to have a 
‘tgood: time;”? seme to ‘show off;’”’ 
some, because it 1s “the thing’; a few 
go with a true, good purpose. The 
child, as the man, 1s responsible for 
being true to himself, and for making 
the most of-whatsoever talents he may 
have. 


Great Schools an Honor. 


A great school or cluster of schools 
gives celebrity toa town or city. And 
it is a unique celebrity, and one that is 
most desirable. Passing by the nick- 
names that get fastened upon certain 
places and give an ill savor, we notice 
another kind of name—a pet name— 
which is sometimes pleasantly associ- 
ated with a place. One is styled the 
“city of bretherly love,’’ another. is 
the ‘“‘city of churches,’’ and another 
‘the garden city,” and still another is 
“the city of elms’? But a university 
town, like Oxford and Cambridge in 
England, like Cambridge, New Haven 
and Princeton in this country, has a 
reputation by itself, honorable, desir- 
able, distinctive. It speaks of intelli- 
gence, refinement and power,—the 
power which learning gives, the power 
which creates and governs wealth, 
which turns the wilderness into a fruit- 
ful field, which invents and drives 
machinery, which rules in senates and 
cabinets, and directs the might of red- 
handed war. More than this, it is the 
power which in its wide scope and sub- 
tle influence expands and uplifts indi- 
vidual souls and makes them more 
capable of service to the God who 
made them. 

And thus it is in regard to towns and 
cities which are noted for schools de- 
voted to secondary instruction. Acad- 
emies and great schools where boys 
and yirls begin their cateer, to end in 
colleges and universities or mm: happy 
homes and stations of usefulness and 
honor, are lifted up in the midst ef 
other towns as cities set upon a hill. 
These institutions give reputation and 
character to the town. So it was with 
New Ipswich and Westford, and Dud- 
ley and Litchfield, and many other 
places where the youth gathered in the 
old-time academies.

Instantly Killed. « 


The Boston & Maine railroad near the 
“White Pups’ bridge, just below Frye 
Village, was the scene of a fatal accident 
Sunday afternoon. Frank Palmer, an 
Italian, about 36 years, residing in Haver- 
hill and employed in a shoe factory, was 
the victim. It happened about 4.30 
o'clock. Palmer was on the train from 
Haverhill on his way to this town to visit 
his brother Joseph, who is employed by 
contractor Goodhue on the waterworks 
extension. He was standing on the rear 
platform, and while passing the above 
mentioned place his hat was blown off by 
the breeze. He immediately jumped off 
backwards from the swiftly moving 
train, His feet plunged into the sand 
fully six inches, while his body, rebound- 
ing, turned a somersault, his head strik- 
ing either on arail or sleeper, fracturing 
the skull. 

The remains were taken to the South 
Lawrence depot and viewed by Medical 
Examiner Howe, who gave his verdict as 
‘accidental death.’ The top of the 
head was crushed in and the left leg 
broken. His brother Joseph at this time 
was attending to his duties of placing 
lanterns which marked the open trenches 
for the extension of the waterworks in 
Frye Village. His attention was called 
to the accident, and going to the scene 
he was horrified to find his own brother 
cold in death. 


Another Aecident on the Electric 
Road, 


What might have proved a serious acci- 
dent on the electric road was averted 
Sunday afternoon by thé carefulness of 
Motorman Stewart. The car leaving 
Andover about 5.30. had just safely 
passed over the railroad bridge and be- 
gun its descent of that steep hill to Mar- 
land Village. Slightly ahead of the car, 
and on the left side, a team was also go- 
ing down. The horse probably became 
a little frightened and instead of running 
ahead turned quickly towards the tracks,

The car was brought to a standstill, 
but not until the woman had been pushed 
quite a ways by the guard rail, which 
prevented her going beneath the wheels. 
Mr. O’Donnell received a gash in the 
head and Mrs. O’Donnell suffered with a 
dislocated and possible fractured ankle 
joint. The boys escaped with slight 
bruises, F 

Several passengers became frightened 
at the sightand jumped. One, Mrs. Geo.

tion of the intestinal fluids taken from the 
bodies of the suspected cases. Professor 
Biggs reported to the health department 
the result of his examination, and an 
nounced unhesitatingly that the cases 
were Asiatic cholera beyond any doubt.

“ON TO WASHINGTON!" THE CRY. 


A Retrospect of Their First Trip to the 
That Lie Beyond. 
The Crack Regiments That Earned Im- 
mortal Fame on Eastern Battlefields.

Sept. 20 the veterans will meet to 
live the war days over on the banks 
of the Potomac, They will glide over 
the. course to the grand encampment in 
parlor coaches, they will float there in 
palace steamers, and even couch their 
rheumatic limbs in the downy berths of 
those supreme luxuries of the age— 
hotel cars—feasting at will, sleeping 
when the fit takes them, and awaken- 
ing from dreams as charming as an 
oriental’s vision to hear the train call, 
“Washington!” Then they will rub 
their eyes, pinch their flesh and hunt 
through their clothes for mementos to 
identify themselves, for all will be so 
strange. When they were boys they 
joked about rooms bespoken at Wil- 
lard’s or the Spottswood, the swell war 
time hostelries of Washington and Rich- 
mond. Now they will be honored 
guests in quarters that are kingly in 
contrast with those noted models, and 
will have the keys to a city where splen- 
dor paints the air with a royal tinge. 

In 1861 they were happy to secure a 
bench in a box car, and thought nothing 
of riding on the bumpers and holding on 
to the brakemen’s ladders, Anything 
above an open flat car was a prize, and 
they would even be thankful | for stand- 
ing room in one of them as a means of 
getting to the seat of war somehow, or, 
if put to a pinch, go afoot and not 
grumble at bad walking. Once there a 
berth on the pavement wasa stroke of 
fortune, for a bed in the mud was a 
common lot, while a strip of sward 6 
feet by 2 on Capitol Green was elegance 
itself, 

Very modest and timid at first about 
taking liberties in the holy city, their 
shyness vanished in a day or two and 
Washington, that didn’t press honors and 
cheer upon them contained nothing too 
good in their eyes for the men who were 
to save it. They made a cooking camp 
on the grounds around the treasury, 
bivouacked under the overhanging scaf- 
folds of the Capitol rotunda and in the 
chambers and committee rooms of con-

gress. Groupsof mild eyed but savage 
clad zouaves picketed the streets and 
squares, picturesque reminders that the 
much decried military power was for 
once on top. Fremont, the ex-pioneer 
and explorer, and Little Mac, the ex- 
railroad builder, riding down Pennsyl- 
vania avenue, the one in his wild west 
trappings, the other in his trim, simple. 
regular army clothes, gave notice that 
the nation had suspended the chase 
after the almighty dollar to go gunning 
for marplots. r 

The social entertainment of the boys 
at the capital in 1861 was as informal 
and primitive as their fare. Guests of 
the republic’s court residence and in- 
vited there to defend it, they were 
obliged to help themselves to a smack of 
Washington life, yet even in that man- 
ner saw something to recall at this date 
for their children and grandchildren. 
They clambered over builders’ debris on 
the Capitol plaza, dodged among scaf- 
foldings and derricks that encumbered 
the way around porticos, galleriés and 
corridors, querying whether the mam- 
moth pile was ever to be finished and 
serve its true purpose. 

They haunted the navy yard and ar- 
senal to see how solid Uncle Sam might 
be in thunder making supplies, roamed 
through the Smithsonian and patent of- 
fice, eyed the treasury and war build- 
ings with uwe or with skepticism, ac- 
cording as pay days were prompt or 
languishing and battles good or bad for 
our side, They scoured the town looking 


for ducal parks and palaces in their inno- | 


cence, and at last voted the place a 
worm eaten, ramshackle village, then 
pulled their war enthusiasm up to the 


fighting point by elbowing through the | 


crowds to shake ‘‘Father Abrain’s” hand 
and congratulate the nation, while com-

While going the rounds from Cemetery 
Hill to Five Forks, let there be a new 


canonization—a calling out of the forty 
immortals of the Army of the Potomac, 
the forty infantry regiments whose dead 
on those fields scored above 200 killed 
in battle. » There are just forty of them 
and in state lines knew no east nor west. 
New Hampshire heads the list of these 
crack regiments with the famous 
“Fighting Fifth,” that scoreda death 
roll on the field of 295. Pennsylvania 
follows with the Eighty-third’s death 
roll of 282. Ten’ other Keystone regi- 
ments appear in this list, the One Hun- 
dred and Fifth, that lost 245: the Sixty- 
first, 287; the Eleventh, 236; the Forty- 
fifth, 227; the One Hundredth, 224; the 
One Hundred and Forty-eighth, 210; the 
Eighty-first, 208; the Fifty-fifth, also 
208; the One Hundred and Forty-fifth, 
205, and the Tifty-third, 200. 

The third place on the list is held by 
Wisconsin, with the Seventh, that lost 
281. The Sixth Wisconsin has a place 
lower ‘down, with 244 for a record of 
killed, and the Second Wisconsin is 
close to that, with 238. 

Michigan is in the fourth place, next 
following her sister state. Her Fifth 
regiment lost 268. Five other Michigan 
regiments have places—the Sixteenth. 
with 247; the Twenty-seventh, 225; tne 
Second, also 225; the Eighth, 223, and 
the Seventh, 208, 

Massachusetts comes fifth on the list, 
with the Twentieth regiment at 260, 
Just below is the Twenty-eighth, with 
250, and down the line the Fifteenth, 
with 241; the Twenty-second, with 216; 
the Ninth, with 209, and the Fifty- 
seventh, 201. 

New York, that shed more heart's 
blood than any other state, because she 
had more—but she did give it—New 
York comes in for the sixth place, and 
that is held by the gallant Sixty-ninth 
(Irish), with a roll of 259 killed. The 
Empire State appears again with the 
Fortieth (Mozart regiment), scoring 238; 
the One Hundred and Twenty-first, 226; 
the One Hundred and Eleventh, 220, and 
the Fifty-first, 202. 

New Jersey holds the twelfth place 
on the list, the seventh to eleventh being 
taken by regiments named with their 
state leader. The Fifteenth New Jersey 
lost 240 killed. 

Vermont has her first honor in the 
twenty-third place, with the Second, that 
lost 221 killed; the Fifth lost 208; the 
Third, 206, and the Sixth, 203, 

These four regiments, together with 
the Fourth Vermont, formed the famous 
Vermont brigade, that lost more men 
killed on the field than any other brigade 
in the army, east or west. 

Maine scores one in the thirty-second 
place, the Seventh, that lost 207, But 
she is at the head in two other lists of

Connecticut is thirty-fifth, with the 
Fourteenth, that lost 205, and Indiana is 
thirty-eighth, with the Twentieth, that 
lost 201. 

Another band of immortals that 
fought over the bloody ground of the 
Potomac is the nine regiments of heavy 
artillery that scored records of over 200 
killed. They were all recruited for gar- 
rison duty, and went to the front in 
1864. Their losses were remarkable, be- 
cause they nearly all occurred within 


ninety days, in the battles of May, June | 


and July, at Spottsylvania, Cold Har-

parison of losses. Here are three facts 
bearing on that point. 
mortals in the infantry of the Army of 


the Potomac are led by the Fifth New | 


Hampshire, which carried 2,500 men on 
its rolls, and 295 of them were killed. 
The Seventh New York Heavy artillery 
carried less than 2,700 men on its rolls, 
and 291 of them were killed. That is 
about even, allowing for all contingen- 
cies. But the Eighth New York pulls 
the artilleryinen ahead by a long reach. 
It carried less than 2,600 men on its rolls, 
atid 361 of then were killed. In other 
words, with only eighty more men on its 
rolls its killed numbered sixty-six more 
than the New Hampshire infantry lost. 

Now for the immortals on horseback. 
The nine cavalry regiments of the Union 
that lost over 100 men killed in battle 
belonged to the Army of the Potomac 
and rode to the charge and raid in the 
narrow strip between the Susquehanna 
and the James, Maine heads this band 
also, and with its First cavalry and a 
score of 174 killed. Michigan follows, 
with three claimants in rotation—the 
First, with 164; the Fifth, with 141, and 
the Sixth, with 135. 

Vermont claims a place in this list 
with its First cavalry, that scored 134, 
New York has two names on the roll, 
her First Dragoons, that lost 180, and the 
Second cavalry, that lost 121. New Jer- 
sey is represented by her First cavalry, 
with 128 killed, and Pennsylvania by the 
Eleventh regiment, with 119. The troop- 
ers won their honors by hard fighting, 
where Kilpatrick, Custer, Gregg, Tor- 
bert, Wilson and Kautz led them against 
Stuart, Hampton, Rosser and the Lees. 

Another band of immortals whose 
honors belon:; to the Potomac field com- 
prises the ten regiments that suffered 
the heaviest in killed, counting percent- 
ages on the number enrolled. The first 
three lost over 19 per cent., or about one 
in every five enrolled.”""These were the 
Second Wisconsin, 19.7 per cent.; the 
First Maine Heavy artillery, 19.2 per 
cent., and the Fifty-seventh Massachu- 
setts, 19.1 per cent. The One Hundred 
and Fortieth Pennsylvania lost 17.4 per 
cent.; the Seventh and the Twenty-sixth 
Wisconsin, each 17.2 per cent., and the 
Sixty-ninth New York, 17.1 per cent., the 
killed in these four regiments being 
about one in six of those enrolled. In 
the remaining three of this immortal 
ten the loss was about one in seven of 
the enrollment. They were all Penn- 
sylvanians, the Eleventh scoring 16.6 
per cent.; the One Hundred and Forty- 
second, 16,5, and the One Hundred and 
Forty-first, 16.1 per cent. 

Last and greatest of all, when the su- 
preme test is applied, come the immortal 
five reyiments that lost in killed in 
single battles a proportion considerably 
greater than one to five. of, the number 
engaged. These five made their remark- 
able records on the eastern fields. At the 
top stands the First Minnesota, which in 
a charge at Gettysburg left 28 per cent. 
of its men dead or mortally wounded. 
The Fifteenth New Jersey left 24 per 
cent. of its fighting strength dead or 
dying at Spottsylvania, and two weeke

later, at Cold Harbor, the Twenty-fifth 
Massachusetts dropped 24 per cent. of 
its men in front of a single breastwork. 
The One Hundred and Forty-first Penn- 
sylvania also lost 24 per cent. in the 
Peach Orchard fight at Gettysburg. 

The fifth in this list is the famous 
Duryea’s Zouaves, that lost 23 per cent. 
in one dash at Second® Bull Run. Its 
death roll was 117, the highest in any 
Union regiment in a single battle dur- 
ing the war. Every unit in all these 
startling numbers represents a hero, and 
it is not getting very close to the indi- 
vidual to simply name a regiment's total. 
But to his comrades each brave boy will 
seem to stand in line and answer ‘‘Here!” 
on the very ground where his young life 
was given to his country.
